The 6-foot-6 Garrison, whose 
unorthodox methods as a prose- 
cutor have startled this city 
since he was elected five years 
ago, customarily carries a 
pistol. His home has been under 
24-hour guard for weeks. 

The FBI notified New Orleans 
olice yesterday that a woman 
i Georgia was reported to have 
threatened Garrison’s life. The 
'BI gave no details.
